Olympic 
legacy 
boost for 
tourism

THE borough’s world-famous 
attractions have seen a massive rise in 
visitor numbers since the Olympics. 

Figures for 2013 show record numbers 
of visitors which help to boost local 
business and the local economy. 
Royal Museums Greenwich says visitors 
to the 17th century Queen’s House is up 
by an astonishing 54 per cent on the year 
before with an additional 149,000 people. 

The National Maritime Museum had 
1,437,000 and the Royal Observatory had 
798,000, both up by 27 per cent. The Cutty 
Sark, reopened in 2012 after a multi- 
million pound restoration, had 321,000 
visitors, an increase of 26 per cent. 
Visitor numbers to the Old Royal Naval 
College (ORNC) in Greenwich broke 
through the 1.8million figure for the first 
time. There were 1,803,500 visitors, which 
does not include the thousands of people 
who went along to events in the college’s 
grounds during 2013. 

The college is run by the ORNC 
Foundation charity. Brendan McCarthy, 
its chief executive, said: “Among the 
many highlights of the year was the first 
phase of the conservation of the Painted 
Hall. Thousands of visitors enjoyed 
getting close up to the upper hall ceiling 
and west wall paintings for the first time 
in a generation during the conservation 
work through our programme of

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Young adventurers invited to 
apply for tall ships sponsorship 


YOUNG adventurers who want 
to crew a tall ship are signing up 
for sponsorship and free sailing 
sessions. 

Applications are coming in from young 
people who are hoping their voyage in 
the Falmouth to Royal Greenwich Tall 
Ships Regatta will be sponsored by the 
royal borough. 

The council is funding 30 places for 
crew members on the spectacular sailing 
event taking place this summer. 

On August 28, up to 50 majestic tall ships 
will set sail on a race from Falmouth to 
Royal Greenwich before the ships are 
moored along the Greenwich waterfront 
for a four-day regatta festival. 

Shipmates are needed to steer the 
course while land crew is being recruited 
to help visitors find their way around 
the ships during the regatta festival 
from September 5-9. 

The event, organised by the royal 
borough and Sail Training International, 
will be the biggest tall ships regatta 
London has seen for 25 years. 

As part of its support, the royal borough 
is funding 30 places for people aged 16-25 
who live or study in Greenwich. Details 
of the sponsorship offer are being sent 
to schools, youth clubs, the Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust and other 
community organisations. 

Applicants are asked to explain why 
they want to go on a tall ships adventure, 
what they feel they will get out of it and 
why they think they should receive 
funding. Applicants must be supported 
by a personal reference from someone 
who knows them well such as a parent, 
legal guardian, teacher, employer or 
youth club leader. 

Successful candidates will win a place 
on board an A class tall ship where they 
can experience the thrill of sailing a tall 
ship including manoeuvring the sails, 


steering the ship and keeping watch. It’s 
also a chance to learn new skills while 
making new friends and participants 
will gain a Royal Greenwich Sail 
Training Award. 

Other places are open to people of all 
ages who can take part if they can find 
their own sponsors or fund the voyage 
themselves. Depending on the size of 
the ship, the voyage will cost around £90 
a day including all training and safety 
equipment, wet weather gear, food, 
drink and a berth. 

Residents who have already signed 
up for the sea adventure include Ethan 
O’Neill, who turns 16 in June, who 
said: ‘It’s something that you would 
remember when you are a pensioner and 
you could tell your grandchildren about 
it. Making new friends and learning 
new skills would be a great benefit to 
me especially as I close the door on my 
secondary school and move on with my 
future.” 

In the meantime, young people are 
invited to join free sailing taster sessions 
at Deptford’s Ahoy sailing centre over 
Easter. Open to 15-24-year-olds, they 
have been organised to inspire young 
sailors in the run up to the tall ships 
regatta and will be of particular interest 
to those thinking of signing up as tall 
ships crew. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for culture and 
creative industries said: “These events 
are offering brilliant opportunities for 
young people, and indeed people of any 
age, to gain some valuable skills and 
qualifications and to work in a team on 
an exciting adventure of a lifetime.”

Housing estate plans 
turned down - again 


THE planning inspector 
has backed a royal borough 
decision to turn down plans 
for 131-home estate in 
Blackheath. 

The developer Derreb 
Ltd had appealed after its 
scheme to build on the site 
of the former Huntsman 
Sports Club in Manor Way 
was rejected. 

But a government planning 
inspector agreed with the 
council, the Blackheath 
Cator Estate Residents 
group, the Blackheath 
Society, and individual 
residents, and refused 
planning permission. 

A major concern was the 
developer’s plans to put a 
vehicle entrance at the 
western corner of the site, 
which would lead to roads 
on the Cator Estate. 

Paul Dobsen, the inspector, 
agreed the entrance would 
create an increase in traffic 
and said: “Owing to the 
position of the principal 
access in the west, the

proposed development 
would fail to be properly 
integrated. It would also 
tend to harm the character 
of the nearby parts of the 
adjacent Blackheath Park. 
I also have serious concerns 
about the western access 
in terms of highways and 
pedestrian safety.” 

He added: “I conclude 
that the appeal scheme 
has significant defects 
which on balance make it 
unacceptable.” 

The decision was welcomed 
by John Bartram, director 
of Blackheath Cator Estate 
Residents Ltd, which owns 
and manages the major 
roads on the estate. 

He said: “Everyone who 
objected is extremely 
pleased the appeal was 
dismissed and the request 
for vehicle access on to the 
site was refused.”

A YOUNG man who turned his 
life around after becoming 
involved in gangs was among 
royal borough residents honoured in 
the Civic Awards last Friday. 

Nkemjika Eka, from Abbey Wood, won 
the young achiever award for his work 
with Charlton Athletic Community Trust, 
earning coaching badges and volunteering 
to coach others. 

The 18-year-old spent a couple of seasons 
playing in the Championship club’s 
academy before a back injury ended his 
playing days at 15. The disappointment 
proved destructive and Nkemjika fell into a 
world of crime and gangs. 

Through the trust’s crime reduction 
programme, he has turned his life around, 
carrying out a 12-week period as a volunteer 
and taking Level one and two coaching 
qualifications. Now he is a volunteer on his 
gap year ahead of going to Kent Medway 
in September to study sports and exercise 
management. 

Nkemjika said: “When I got my injury, 
my dream of playing professional football 
collapsed. Because I felt that dream was 
gone, I started going the wrong way. 

“I basically lashed out because I was 
angry at the world, but it wasn’t the world 
that got me injured.” 

Nkemjika still suffers with a lower back 
injury medics cannot seem to solve yet still 
harbours hopes of playing if he can ever get 
to the bottom of it. But over the past year 
he has shown dedication in working 
and helping vulnerable young 
people in the community, coaching 
youngsters and talking to them 
about his experiences. 

“I’m teaching basic skills to people 
aged 12-18 - some of them are even 
older than me,” he said. “I’ve made 
one or two speeches to young people 
about football and the other side of 
life that they shouldn’t get involved 
in.” 

There were five winners of the 
contribution to the community 
award. One was the Greenwich 
Foodbank and another being John Killick, 
who set up the Community Association of 
New Eltham (CANE) 18 years ago, starting 
with two empty rooms. It is now a thriving 
centre for many people to use. 

Joan Sowamber received the award for 
working tirelessly to promote good relations 
and community cohesion 
in Woolwich. She chairs the 
Walpole Estate Management 
Board and works closely with 
the Woolwich Common Safer 
Neighbourhood Team. 

The fourth winner was the 
AHOY Centre, a watersports- 
based charity offering 
opportunities and 
building life-skills 
through sailing and 
rowing. Peter Durant 
was also honoured. He has
